Aunt Sophie of Cypress Court 


Back in the early 40’s when I was a 
little guy. My Aunt Sophie would invite 
me to her cabin on many a week end. Oh 
Boy, I really liked my Aunt Sophie and 
we would have so much fun together! 
Mom always let me go because she 
knew how much I loved my Aunt Sophie 
and how much my Aunt loved me. 

Now, Aunt Sophie lived alone in her 
little wood cabin. She had long, light 
brown hair with a very little white in it. 
It was always tied in a bun on top of her 
head. She was in her 80’s at the time but 
she sure didn’t act like it. That’s what 
folks said. I didn’t think she acted or 
looked old because she was young at 
heart. 

Aunt Sophie lived in Sierra Madre in 
a small settlement called “Cypress 
Court.” Maybe some of you might re¬ 
member it. It’s still there! 

Mom or Dad would drive me to Aunt 
Sophie’s early on Saturday morning and 
I got to stay over Saturday night and 
come home on Sunday afternoon. My 
folks would drive me up north on Moun¬ 
tain Trail to Sturtevant Drive and turn 
right. We would go east down Sturte¬ 
vant about 400 or 500 feet and there was 
a dirt road on the north side of the street- 
-we would turn left and go up the dirt 
road a couple of hundred feet—what a 
surprise! There werelittle cabins all over 
the place, so many I could never count 
them all. If you go up to the Cypress 
Court today, the .settlement is still there 
and you might see a couple of the little 
wood cabins left, but most of them have 
been tom down and newer homes have 
been built around the little settlement. 

Well, when I was little, all the roads 
in the settlement were dirt and there 
were big Cypress and Eucalyptus trees 
all over the place, and when it rained you 
could smell the tree’s wonderful aroma. 
Aunt Sophie lived right off the dirt road 
in the middle of the settlement. My 
Grandpa lived in another little cabin 
across the little dirt road from Aunt 
Sophie’s and my Aunt Pearl lived Just 
north at the corner intersection in her 
little cabin. Next to Aunt Pearl lived Bill 
Nicholson who had Ju.st moved to Sier¬ 
ra Madre. Some of you folks might re¬ 
member Bill. He got a Job at the Sierra 
Madre Post Office and was the most 
well liked postman in Sierra Madre and 
then he retired, many, many years later. 
He sure was a special friend to me. 

When the folks would drop me off at 
Aunt Sophie’s door, they would always 
wait until Aunt Sophie opened the door 
to greet me with a great big hug and a 
kiss on the cheek. Mom or Dad knew it 
was o.k. then and would leave. Aunt 
Sophie was always so happy to see me 
and I also was happy to see her. 

I don’t remember a single time that I 
went to her cabin that we didn’t do our 
special thing. Guess what that was! We 
made homemade bread together. Was 
that ever fun! Sophie would havethe old 
green gas stove on and it was always 
nice and warm and cozy in the kitchen 
and throughout the little cabin. On the 
big kitchen table Sophie would have a 
bunch of empty bread pans all buttered 
up, and a big batch of bread pans all 
filled with bread dough. I would sit at 
the table and watch the bread dough rise. 
It rose pretty fast in the nice warm kitch¬ 
en. It was sure fun to watch that bread 
rise in the pans. It was almost like ev¬ 
ery pan was alive as I watched the dough 
rise. Now, Aunt Sophie’s stove was 
very old, and the big old oven didn’t 
have a thermostat on it, so you would 
never know how hot the oven was un¬ 
less you were Aunt Sophie. 

Aunt Sophie would open the oven 
door Just a little bit and sniff the hot air 
coming out. If the stove was too hot, 
Sophie would get her special little wood¬ 
en stick she had made herself with little 
notches in it. She would insert the little 
stick in the side of the oven door so that 
the door stayed open Just a crack. About 
five minutes later Sophie would sniff the 
oven again to check the temperature. It 
had to be Just right to bake bread so she 
wouldn’t bum it. If the oven was still too 
hot, she would adjust here special little 


stick to open the door Just a little bit 
more. Sophie would wait five more 
minutes and sniff the hot air again and 
kept adjusting the oven door until it was 
Just right. 

I once asked Aunt Sophie how she 
could know the temperature of the oven 
Just by sniffing the heat. She replied that 
she wasused to doing it and she had 
baked bread all of her life by this meth¬ 
od—and it never failed. 

When the oven was finally ready 
Aunt Sophie stood at the oven door and 
asked me the carefully bring the un¬ 
baked loaves in the pans, two at a time, 
over to her. She placed the loaves on the 
flat top of the oven until she had them 
all over there. Then quicker than a wink, 
she would open the oven door and pop 
them all in at once-or so it seemed to 
me. Sophie said that the bread had to get 
in the oven real fast so it wouldn’t loose 
too much heat. She would adjust her 
stick Just right and then we would settle 
back until it was done. 

Aunt Sophie took the bread out of the 
oven and set it on the table, every loaf 
was big and round and the most beauti¬ 
ful brown you ever did see. It smelled 
wonderful, Just like heaven itself. Aunt 
Sophie would then ask me what we 
should have for lunch and she always let 
me pick. She always knew what I was 
going to say. 1 would say, “I’d like a 
nice loaf of fresh baked bread, and lots 
of butter, and lettuce and mayonnaise.” 
I loved lettuce and mayonnaise sand¬ 
wiches. Aunt Sophie would laugh and 
say, “I’d like that too, so why don’t you 
take a loaf of bread over to Grandpa and 
come right back and I’ll set up the table 
for lunch.” 

I ran over to Grandpa’s cabin with a 
loaf of bread and give it to him. He hap¬ 
pily accepted it even though it was a very 
hot loaf. I ran right back to Aunt Soph¬ 
ie’s and she told me to go wash my 
hands and come right back because 
lunch was ready. 

It was beautiful. Aunt Sophie would 
.say grace, which always took a little too 
long and then we could eat. Lunch with 
Aunt Sophie was always the best the 
whole world! I would eat lettuce and 
mayonnaise sandwiches made with the 
fresh, warm bread until I was stuffed. 
Aunt Sophie would always have exact¬ 
ly what I had and she was a good eater, 
too. 

After lunch. Aunt Sophie would put 
me down for a little nap because 1 had 
worked so hard, and she would lay down 
on her bed to take a little nap too. Later 
that evening Aunt Sophie wouldfix me 
whatever I wanted for supper and as I 
remember, it was always delicious. 

The next day came too soon, and 
Mom would come and get me. I thanked 
Aunt Sophie for the good time we had 
and she would get a big grocery bag out 
and give Mom and our family a couple 
of loaves of bread to take home. She 
always invited me to come back in a 
couple of weeks, so we could make more 
bread. I looked forward to that. 

Later, a year or so later, my Mom told 
me that Aunt Sophie passed away. She 
said, “We are going to Aunt Sophie’s 
funeral, today.” I didn’t know what a 
funeral was because I’d never been to 
one before, but I went with the grown¬ 
ups. At my early age I knew that there 
was God and Mom taught me that when 
we died the heavenly angels would 
come and pick us up and take us to heav¬ 
en. I always liked that idea and I asked 
Mom if the angels came and took Aunt 
Sophie to heaven and Mom said, “Yes.” 
I was very happy about that. Sure, I 
would miss not going to Aunt Sophie’s 
anymore, but I was sure that heaven was 
a good place and Aunt Sophie would like 
being there. 

I remember that we all went to Ster¬ 
ling Ripples Funeral Home, and all the 
people that came to see Aunt Sophie 
were crying and carrying on and I won¬ 
dered why. I thought Aunt Sophie was 
happy in heaven—why were they crying? 
I guess children look at death a differ¬ 
ent way from grown-ups, because I was 
happy for my dear Aunt Sophie.

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Garden Show 
Opens at 

Arboretum 

Yesterday saw the opening of the Los Angeles Gar¬ 
den Show. This year’s theme is “Gardens of Our World; 
The Oceanic & Asian Approach,” and is produced by 
The California Arboretum Foundation. 

The 18 landscape designers who were invited to par¬ 
ticipate were a “sensory feast of color, texture, fragrance, 
and sound,” said California Arboretum Foundation 
Board of Trustees President Donivee Nash. 

Tom Moran’s garden motif was transition, from east 
to west, from interior to exterior. A path leading to a 
water basin leads one to wash his hands, a form of puri¬ 
fication. The stone lantern and the bamboo forests also 
reflect the Asian theme, and the pond emphasizes the 
Eastern philo.sophy theme of reflection and contempla¬ 
tion. 

Jane MacDonald Adrian “San Tei En” is a Japanese- 
influenced garden with water features, seating areas, and 
raked gravel Zen gardens. The garden touches on all of 
the essential Japanese garden elements: water, islands, 
and mountains. The central pagoda overlooks the other 
areas of the garden, and handmade concrete stepping 
stones are echoed by the hand-printed fabrics of the 
screens, banners, flags, and rattan furniture upholstery. 

Scott Cohen and Robin Henkel’s garden combines 
two interpretations: An oriental and craftsman style 
garden with a natural wood pagoda with a Korean Zoy- 
sia sod floor on one side is balanced by an English-style 
garden, with a Victorian Amish Country Gazebo, “Coun¬ 
try Cobble” paver pathways, and an English Rose gar¬ 
den, joined by a 10-foot “Morphing Bridge”, set over a 
faux riverbed and 250-gallon lagoon pond. 

Julie Heinsheimer’s Asian Garden Retreat reflects her 
taste for definition. Quotes Julie, “I like well-made and 
well-marked paths, well-built walls, well-defined 
changes in level. I like pools and canals, paved sitting 
places, and a good garden house in which to picnic or 
take a nap.' 

Paul Nota and Rob Mekjian combined on “Garden 
Prelude”, billed as “not Zen, Polynesian, nor Australian, 
or Chinese,” yet somewhere all of these are incorporated. 
A deliberate absence of lawn combines with water and 
stone to allude to the Asiatic influences. The California 
and Mediterranean flora help to give the garden the 
Southern California flavor, as well. 

Diane Larson’s “Margaret’s Memory” is dedicated to 
her late grandmother. She says, “I believe a garden is 
another room in the home. I try to create spaces that 
invite people outdoors.” The garden includes roses, a 
water fountain with lily pads, a rock garden, and a shade 
garden. 

Craig Dietter’s specialty is water gardens, and his 
effort, “Water in the Garden”, reflects a consciousness 
of the possibilities for the inclusion of water as a focal 
point. Aquatic plants such as water lilies are prevalent, 
and the auditory complement of a natural waterfall is an 
added touch. A small pond, a natural stream, and a large 
bottom pool of fish complete the water effect. 

Paul Contreras’ “Mist from the Tropics” comes off 
as very user-friendly. A path leads under a thatched roof 
to a tropical garden. Wooden benches sit at either side 
of a pond. At night, the garden comes alive with low- 
voltage lighting shining up and down on the plantings, 
and water misters are spaced at different spots in the gar¬ 
den. 

Rick Fisher, Tom Poplin, and Larry Lee combined 
their efforts on “Shades of Greene”, a tribute to the turn 
of the century garden designs of Charles Greene. The fo¬ 
cal point of the garden is its series of three rustic steel 
fountain bowls, salvaged from a rock crushing operation. 

A decomposed granite path with native cobblestone 
edging winds past the fountain bowls. The planting is a 
very soft, rustic mixture of grasses and grasslike plants. 

Martin Kelley’s offering is entitled “Let’s Eat 
Out(Side)”. ‘To be seated comfortably at the end of the 
day on a Southern California summer evening is exquis¬ 
ite unto itself,” states Kelley. The garden dining room 
charges the senses, with plastered cube seats, stones 
underfoot, the .sound of water, and a brimming herb 
garden. 

Maria DeLuca’s landscape skills were combined with 
a taste for history, poetry, and philosophy in “Mist in the 
Scholar’s Garden”. The garden was inspired by her re¬ 
search into Chinese art and culture of the T’ang Dynasty. 
The Tang garden was designed with episodic flow. 
“Scenes” unfold as in a scroll painting or the lines of a 
poem. The Chinese characters for landscape translate to 
mountains and water. Water, calm and still - rushing and 
churning. Land, jagged and peaked - flat and serene. 
DeLuca searches for the ch’i (life force) in a small plot 
of California sod. 

Janie Malloy’s “Japanese Herb Tea Garden” affects 
the nose as well as the eye. Designed for a limited space, 
the planting of tea herbs, trees, shrubs, and fruits com-

Arcadia Chamber Returns 
to Business as Usual

It almost reads as a case of “The 
Emperor’s New Story”. Typically, let¬ 
ters to the editor follow a particularly 
interesting story; However, a letter to the 
editor from John Wuo, a former direc¬ 
tor of the Arcadia Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, was followed by other letters, 
two of them again from Wuo, and even¬ 
tually became the story, which made it 
as far as the Pasadena Star News. 

A September 1 I letter by Wuo 
claims, “1 have no objection about Mr. 
Costuma (Michael Costuma, Director on 
the Chamber, whose wife Jana is Presi¬ 
dent/CEO) continuing service on the 
Board of Directors.” His September 4 
letter, however, says, “Why would both 
Boards of Directors and the Executive 
Board change the Chamber Bylaws re¬ 
garding relatives of spouses of any 
Chamber employees if we are not going 
to enforce it?” and “We should ask our 
Chamber president to recommend Mr. 
Costuma voluntarily resign as Chamber 
director,” which raises the question. If 
Wuo has no objection, why did the origi¬ 
nal letter appear? One director who had 
no problem voting on the relatives 
clause was Don Kennedy, who certainly 
didn’t think he was voting to remove 
Costuma from the board. Said Kennedy, 
“The terminology was that a relative 
‘couldn’t be appointed’. Michael wasn’t 
appointed after that change was made. 
He was already serving. At the board 
meeting (of September 11, when Wuo 
resigned from the board shortly before 
a vote on whether or not to remove him 
was held) John indicated that he didn’t 
know what the phrase “grandfathering 
in” was. I like John. 1 think he’s a good 
guy, but all he had to do was come to the 
board.” 

Kel Mason, who served the Chamber 
for 30 years and held the position of Ex¬ 
ecutive Vice President and Manager for 
12 years, agrees that problems with the 
board should have been taken to the 
board, not to a newspaper. Said Mason, 
“You take care of your business at home. 
If anyone had been a member of IBM, 
for example, and gone to the press, that 
would be the most ridiculous thing I’d 
ever heard of. Your bags would be 
packed. You don’t do that.” Mason 
called the original letter “definitely 
wrong.” 

In a September 11 letter, Wuo called 
on Costuma to “end this controversy,” 
however in a letter that appeared four 
weeks later, Wuo raised issues regard¬ 
ing whether it was a conflict of interest 
for Costuma to have received a commis¬ 
sion for bringing in new chamber mem¬ 
bers. As a former Manager, however. 
Mason is clear that there is no conflict. 
“This is not unusual,” said Mason, 


“When I was involved with the Cham¬ 
ber, someone like Michael who brought 
in members would get up to 50'"<. Th,.l'.s 
the lifeblood of the Chamber, bringing 
in new members. You have to do that, 
or you die. I don’t know what that boy 
(Wuo) was trying to achieve, but he 
went about it the wrong way.” Mason 
calls the Chamber under Jana Costuma, 
“above where it was when I left,” and 
said, “She’s done a tremendous job. 
Very icw Ciiaiiiiici -, have tiie almost 7u) 
members that Arcadia’s has. 

Wuo claimed to have given himself 
the rotary 4-way test before writing his 
original letter. The test points are: Is it 
true? Is it fair to all concerned? Will it 
build good will and better friendships? 
Will it be beneficial to all concerned? At 
least one Chamber member has ques¬ 
tioned Wuo’s application of that test. 

Another issue of minor controversy 
has been a non-monetary award given to 
Michael Costuma for service to the 
Chamber. Costuma was the only nomi¬ 
nee for the award, which was judged 
outside the Chamber, which led 
boardmembers to believe that since the 
judging was not done by Jana Costuma, 
or anyone at the Chamber, the conflict 
did not exist. Said Wuo, “That’s an ir¬ 
responsible comment. He was the only 
candidate. There’s no choice! Whoever 
made that comment should not .stay on 
the board. Why were there no other 
nominations?” An interesting question, 
and one that might have been better an¬ 
swered than asked by Wuo. All 
boardmembers, including Wuo, had the 
right to nominate whomever they saw 
fit. Instead, it was Wuo who did not re¬ 
main on the board, resigning just a week 
after writing his original letter. 

Wuo was disappointed at what he 
perceived as a lack of support among the 
board. Said Wuo yesterday, “They don’t 
want to make waves. I’m the fall guy. I 
just got outmaneuvered. Nobody is will¬ 
ing to make a stand.” 

What many Chamber members claim 
to stand for, however, is the continuing 
service to Arcadia’s business commu¬ 
nity, free from self-imposed media scru¬ 
tiny. Said boardmemberTom Bathalter, 
“What John said, 1 thought was pretty 
trivial. It’s business as usual here. I en¬ 
joy working with a good group of board- 
members who are very dedicated.” 
Kennedy concurred, saying, “We have 
enough checks and balances. If we 
thought there was something wrong, 
we’d do something about it. Everything 
is aboveboard and proper.” 

All current boardmembers reached 
for comment were in agreement that the 
Chamber is moving forward to support 
Arcadia’s business and residential com¬ 
munity, from last weekend’s Craft Faire 
and Carnival and beyond. 


Budget Report: 
Still in Red, but 
Improving 

Utility Tax and 
Budget Cuts up 
for Discussion

Tuesday night, the Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil received the first of regular quarterly 
reports on the status of the budget, and 
there was good news and bad news. The 
bad news is, the City anticipates running 
a $524,385 deficit in the 1998-99 fiscal 
year. The good news is, that’s considerably 
smaller than the $931,400 deficit projected 
for this year, which in turn is smaller than 
the $ 1,261,090 in this year’s adjusted bud¬ 
get. 

Administrative Services Director James 
Dale presented the report, which requested 
$1.3 million to balance this year’s budget, 
to come from the Emergency Reserve 
Fund. While the adopted 1997-98 budget 
reflected a $1.36 million deficit, the more 
recent information available to staff indi¬ 
cates a potential $ 1.9 million shortfall, due 
in large part to an error made by the State 
Board of Equalization in allocation of sales 
tax receipts from a previous year. The 
City’s projections for .sales tax receipts 
were based on the State’s data, which 
forced the roughly $600,000 reduction in 
1997-98 projection. “The State is usually 
quite accurate in their estimations,” said 
Dale, “and we’ve relied on their figures in 
the past. This was just an unforeseen oc¬ 
currence.” Dale presented projected and 
actual revenues from past years which re¬ 
flected staffs high level of accuracy in 
forecasting revenue amounts. 

Many factors go into projecting the cur¬ 
rent year’s revenues, which are dependent 
upon what businesses come into town, 
how the real estate market performs, and 
how the economy fares in general. As each 
quarter goes by, the City should zero in on 
the actual revenue figures. At this early 
juncture in the year, things are looking up. 
Aside from the $6(X),0(X) reduction in sales 
tax, the City is on track to exceed projected 
revenues by $374,000. The biggest gains 
are in plan check fees ($150,000), motor 
vehicle licen.ses ($100,(XX)) and utility tax 
revenue ($ 100,000). When combined with 
the sales tax shortfall, projected revenues 
are down $226,000. 

The flip side of that coin, however, is a 
reduction in expenditures, which are easier 
to track, as most come from salaries and 
benefits. Led by the cuts to the Fire Depart¬ 
ment ($485,625), projected expenditures 
are down by $655,405, leading to a net in¬ 
crease of $429,405 for the year, when 
coupled with the expense figures. 

The increase, however, doesn’t make 
up for the ongoing budget deficit, and 
Mayor Robert Harbicht, for one, doesn’t 
want to wait much longer to fix it. Said 
Harbicht, “I feel we need to cut spending, 
and we need to address that now. I can’t 
see any rea.son to wait until next year’s 
budget meeting.” 

Councilman Sheng Chang again voiced 
his opposition to further cutting .service 
levels from the budget, but Mayor 
Harbicht received support from other 
councilmembers. Said Mary Young, “I 
agree (with Harbicht’s proposal) It’s go¬ 
ing to be doubly hard next year.” 

Mayor Harbicht said, “I don’t have 
much hope for a utility tax increase. If you 
want to put it on the ballot. I’ll vote for it, 
but the Fire Suppression District failed 
71%-29%. You don’t have to drop a pi¬ 
ano on me. I don’t want to hang my hat on 
the possibility of a utility tax increase pass¬ 
ing in April.” Barbara Kuhn stressed in¬ 
creasing revenues. “We need a revenue en¬ 
hancement plan in place,” said Kuhn. 

In light of the budget projections re¬ 
ported by Dale, Mayor Harbicht stated that 
we would rather move only $1 million 
from emergency reserves, rather than $ 1.3 
million. By a 4-1 vote, however, the Coun¬ 
cil voted to table any decision on the bud¬ 
get report, and also to agendize discussions 
of a utility tax rate increase and further 
budget cuts. Councilman Dr. Sheng Chang 
voted against this proposal.

The Arcadia Police Department re¬ 
sponded to 5.34 calls for service of which 
133 required fomial investigations from 
Wedne.sday, October 15, to Tuesday.

Barbara Koenig’s “Ardha Chandra (Half Moon) Gar¬ 
den” is a small, quiet, outdoor retreat, designed for one 
or two people to practice yoga, asanas, meditation, or just 
to relax. The design is based on the half circle, the simple 
shape of the half moon. The predominant features are a 
waterlily pool, a wood deck, a space-defining bench- 
wall, and a sandy area for stretching out. The colors re¬ 
call the language of color in India (artist Kamladevi 
Chattopadhya) “Red, the colour of marriage and love; 
orange, saffron, the colour of the ochre earth and the yogi 
who renounces that earth; yellow, the colour of spring, 
young mango blossoms, or swarms of bees, of southern 
winds, and the passionate cry of mating birds.”
